Ltho' the following Hymns have been 
uſed for ſome years paſt, amongſt a 

a people profeſſing themſelves che diſciples 
of J ſus; yet the greateſt part have never been 
printed before. The author makes no apolog 
for their publication; being perſuaded, that 
ſo far, as they breathe the ſpirit and language 
of the goſpel; human recommendations can 
add nothing to their worth: and ſo far as they 
are co trary thereunto, all human commenda- 
tions, in whatever dreſs; or with what nanies 
ſoever ornamented, cannot change the tin into 
gold; nor error intotruth. _ 
Human writings, which are well fines is 
a corrupt chriſtianity, and their dreſs adapted to 
the taſte of the times, have generally a cofider- 
able run; but in time, even theſe wax old, like 
a moth-cat-n garment, and grow out of date 
like a faſhion of the age, but the word of God 
endurcth for ever. The beſt of human wri- 
are very muddy when compared with the foun- 
tain or ſcriptures of truth; and ought to be read 
* and compared with the ſcriptures by

all who love truth more than error, the word 
of faith more than ſcience, and ſenſe more 
than ſound. 

Some people think that no hymns or ſongs 
ſhould be uſed in public worſhip, but thoſe in 
the ſcriptures, and in the very words which 
the holy Ghoſt has dictated them in. The 
author has no great quarrc with ſuch people 
upon that account, altho* he thinks ſomewhat 
different. | | 
The following hymns are an attempt upon the

It faith be ſomething elſe than the belief of 
a divine teſtimony, we can have no juſt con- 
ceptions of its nature; but are led into endleſs 
perplexities and ablurdities about it. The 
Icriptures reveal God's will, and man's duty, 
opening and explaining the myſtery hid from 
ages and generations, or the everlaſting pur- 
poſe, which he propoſcd in himſelf, concerning 
the falvation of ſinners, thro? a plan of redemp- 
tion which was finiſhed when Jeſus expired on 
the croſs; for his dying words declared the 
fulfilment of Daniels remarkable propefy; 
| ſFbenty weeks are determined upon thy people to 
Fmiſh tranſgreſſions, and to make an end of fin; 
and when Jeſus gave up the ghoſt, he cried, it 


is finiſhed, and obtained for his people an | 


eternal redemption.

God.” When Pcter confeſſed his maſter to be 
Chriſt the ſon of God, Jeſus pronounced him 
bleſſed, and whomſocver Jeſus bleſſeth is 
bleſſed indeed. Fleſh and blood did not reveal 
this truth to Peter, but Jeſu's father which is 
in heaven. If this be not the faith of the goſ- 
pel it will be hard to prove the apoſtles be- 
lievers, when Jeſus pronounced them bleſſed; 
for at that time they did not know what the 
reſurrection meant; and with regard to Jeſu's 


dying, they ſaid, that be far from thee, yet 


Jeſus pronounced them clean thro' the word 
he had ſpoke, by which they knew aſſuredly 
that he came out from God. 

This was Abraham's faith when he believed 
the divine declaration of the promiſed ſeed, 
which feed was Chriſt as Paul teacheth. And 
as Abraham was to be the father of the faith- 
ful, all his children muſt be of his faith:

This faith is followed by obedience, called

* manded you. Believing the truth, con- 
feſſing the faith, being added to the church, 
were ſynonimous terms in the new teſtament, 
Being brought into the goſpel fellowſhip, thro 
the apoſtles doctrine, they were to manifeſt 
their faith by renouncing the traditions of men, 
vain philoſophy, and the elements of this world, 
in keeping the commandments and ordinances 
ol { Jeſus, as the apoitles delivered them to he

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churches; © bearing one auother's burdens, 
„ and fo fulfiling the law of Chriſt, or new 
* commandment of brotherly love, in loving 
one another for the truth's fake, not in word 
and tongue but in deed and truth; miniſtring

* ſtruQting thoſe wlio oppoſe themſelves, and 
« reſtoring thoſe who were taken in faults

in th: obitinate heretic, immoral walker, or 
ungodly brother, who either wilfully refuſed, 
or neglected the obſervation of the laws and 
ordinances of the kingdom of God; theſe pe- 
nuine fruits of the goſpel, are brought forth 
by that faith, which works by love, to that 
truth which faith receives, which is Chriſt the 
chriſtian's God, in whom the fullneſs of the 
godhead dwells bodily. 

The primitive or «apoſtolic churches, con- 
fiſting of elders, biſhops, or overſeers, and 
deacons, with diſciples, or members, were chur-

Cc innot be a church of God without it, (accor- 
d ng to ſcripture rule) any more than a king- 
dm of this world without rule and government 
for without it, this is anarchy, and that Babel 
or confuſion, And as the Lord Jeſus has 
given us both command and example for this 
in his word, it will not be eaſy for the negligent 
fervant to give a ſolid anſwer to that awful 
. . queſtion before the great tribunal; “ who then 
is that wiſe and faithful ſervant. ” For how- 
ever we may flatter ourſelves by thinking that 
we can ſerve the Lord Jeſus better in a way 
of our own; which as we may think is more 
agreeable and better ſuited, to place, time, and 
circumſtance; yet in the end, when we come 
to make up our accounts it is more then pro- 
pable that thoſe ſervants who have been ſteering, 
or ſtriving to ſteer by the compaſs of the word of 
God, will have more boldneſs in that day, then 
thoſe who have neglected a great part of the 
ſcriptures, in order to make a Fair ſhew in the 
fleſh, or as they may ignorantly think to bring 
more honour to their maſter. The laws of 
_ Jetus Chriſt are unalterable, and like his king- 
dom, not of this world, but ſuired to a kingdom 
of God thro? every age, country, and circum- 
ſtance. 
A viſible church (formed upon the ſcriptural 
plan, is the proper ow ſor trying the faith of 
a chriſtian, as well as for growing in grace and

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ſpiritual underſtanding; for the more of the 
goſpel we have, the more errors, and imper- 
fections we ſhall find, and where they are found, 
there they are the moſt likely to be cured, or 
elſe expoſed and made manifeſt: moreover 
this being the way of God's appointing, it mult 
needs be ſafeſt for a chriſtian co be looking 
out from this Watch Tower, for that bleſſed 
hope, and glorious appearing of his great God 
and Saviour, who ſhall come in flaming fire, to 
take vengeance upon all, who know not God, uor 
obey bis goſpel. Happy will it be then for thoſe 
his ſervants who have been ſerving him, not 
in the field only, but allo in his houſe or church 
and have been building in his temple accord- 
ing to the pattern ſhewed on the mount. Moles 
gained the character of faithful in God's houſe 
and bleſſed will that ſervant be, who ſhall hear 
his Lord ſay, well done thou good and faithful 
fervant.
